SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The letter entitled Swingers Delight International Mailing Services, also known as 
Letter to “Jeremy” dated 23 August 1996, is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication is a one page typed letter containing correspondence regarding 
drawings being done for the author of the letter by the letter’s recipient. 

The letter tends to support the use of urine in association with sexual conduct, 
deeming the publication objectionable. The letter refers to a female urinating into a 
glass. This reference occurs in the context of a letter which is sexually explicit and 
titillating in nature. 

The publication has been found to tend to support an activity listed in s3(2) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. This provision overrides the 
New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (the NZBR Act) because it is a deeming provision 
which cannot be given a meaning that is consistent with the rights and freedoms set 
out in si4 of the NZBR Act. 
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
